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ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


On 30 June 03, Mary Anne Lemme reported to Deputy Wilson that her husband, Raymond Lemme was missing. Mrs. 
Lemme advised her husband left at 0515 hours (which is one hour prior to his normal leave time) to go to work. Mr. 
Lemme kissed his wife goodbye, as she awakening from sleep. Mrs. Lemme assumed he was leaving early to prepare 
for a meeting he had at 1300 hours. Mrs. Lemme paged her husband during the day and never heard back from him. 
At approximately 1845 hours Mrs. Lemme arrived home. Mr. Lemme was not at home. Mrs. Lemme checked her 
voice message and heard a message from Bob Clift (Mr. Lemme’s supervisor at work). Mr. Clift called to check on 
Mr. Lemme since he had called and left a message at 0615 hours explaining he was not coming in for work. This 
concerned Mrs. Lemme who called Mr. Clift. Mr. Clift explained the voice message to her that came from her 
husband. Mr. Clift told Deputy Wilson that he checked with his communication section at the Department of 
Transportation (where Mr. Clift and Mr. Lemme work). Mr. Clift learned the call that Mr. Lemme made came from 
997-3845. Deputy Wilson determined the number was made from a pay phone at the “Pay Fast Track” at Highway 19 
and Interstate 10, in Jefferson County. Deputy Wilson entered Mr. Lemme into FCIC/NCIC as missing. 

On 01 July 03,1 contacted Mrs. Lemme who provided the same basic information as the original report. Mrs. Lemme 
did advise that this was out of character for her husband. Mrs. Lemme stated that her husband has cardiac problems 
and takes several medications for it. Mr. Lemme also has been under a lot of stress at work due to a “big” case he is 
working. Mr. Lemme has been experiencing stress because 5 weeks ago Mrs. Lemme’s elderly parents moved across 
the street from them. 

I contacted Mr. Clift, who advised that Mr. Lemme is “High Strung” and is easily stressed. Mr. Clift advised that in 
the past six months Mr. Lemme has been taking cases more personal. Mr. Lemme is a non-swom investigator for the 
Department of Transportation. 

I contacted teletype and updated the missing person as missing endangered. I also had the vehicle entered in 
association with his name, 1999 Chevrolet Malibu, beige in color, Florida Tag # USO5700. Officer Morgan updated 
the FCIC/NCIC entry at 1101 hours. 

I made arrangements with Mrs. Lemme to speak with her at her home. I asked her additional questions about Mr. 
Lemme. While I was at the Lemme residence I received a page from the Sheriff s Office. I called and learned that Mr. 
Lemme had been found dead in Valdosta Georgia. I contacted the Valdosta Police Department and made contact with 
Investigator Craig Spencer, (Valdosta Police Department Case # 03-0700084). Investigator Spencer stated that Mr. 
Lemme checked into a local hotel, Knight’s Inn in Valdosta located off of Interstate 75 and Highway 84. Mr. Lemme 
checked into the hotel at 1845 hours on 30 June 03. Mr. Lemme was supposed to check out at 1100 hours on 01 July 
03. The cleaning crew found that the door latch was locked from the inside and they could not make entry into the 
room. The hotel employees called law enforcement, who found Mr. Lemme’s vehicle parked outside. The tag number 
was run and they learned that Mr. Lemme had been reported as missing. Entry was made into the room where Mr. 
Lemme was located inside deceased. Mr. Lemme was inside the bathtub. Mr. Lemme had apparently cut his left arm, 
near his elbow, which caused him to bleed and expire. Mr. Lemme cut his arm with a razor blade. There were two 
cuts according to Investigator Spencer. Mr. Lemme left a suicide note addressed to his wife Mary Anne Lemme, 
according to Investigator Spencer. I made arrangements for the Victim’s Rights Advocate Cathy Connolly to respond 
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to the Lemme residence. I sat Mrs. Lemme down and her daughter, Lynn Lemme, and explained to them about the 
death of Mr. Lemme. Mrs. Connolly arrived soon thereafter. Several co-workers of Mr. Lemme responded, as well as, 
other family members. I explained to Mrs. Lemme to contact me if she had any additional questions. I explained to 
her I would call her once I receive additional information from Investigator Spencer. 

On 02 July 03,1 contacted Investigator Craig Spencer. Investigator Spencer advised that Mr. Lemme’s body had been 
released and was currently at South Georgia Medical Center. Investigator Spencer advised that Mr. Lemme’s death 
had officially been ruled as a suicide. Investigator Spencer advised that due to the circumstances that “no autopsy” 
was performed per the Coroner’s Office in Georgia. Investigator Spencer faxed me a copy of the suicide note: The 
note had the time of 0810 hours written at the top. The letter read “ I love my family with all my heart. I am sorry. I 
am depressed and in pain. Mary Ann, I love you.”. Investigator Spencer advised he wanted to talk to Mrs. Lemme. 

I contacted Mrs. Lemme who asked a few more questions about her husband’s death. I referred her to Investigator 
Spencer and provided her with his phone number. Mrs. Lemme advised she was going to make arrangements with 
Culley’s Funeral Home to retrieve her husband’s body. 
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
